from the Under Secretary to the Government 
of India , Department of Social Welfare , New 

Delhi conveying the approval. 
With a view to ameliorate the living conditions of 
the persons belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes by encouraging them to improve 
their existing methods of works, the Administrator 
of Goa , Daman and Diu is pleased to sanction the 
following scheme for grant of loan -cum -subsidy to 
the persons belonging to Scheduled Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes for taking to Cottage Industries and 
Profession . 

THE SCHEME 
1. Under the scheme, 66 % of the total financial 
assistance shall be granted as subsidy and 34 % as 
loan . The total amount of assistance will be given 
to the extent of Rs. 1000 / - in case of individuals 
and Rs. 5000 / - in case of their Cooperative Indus 
trial Society , including both loan and subsidy. 


2. For the promotion of sale of products of 

cottage Industries . 
3. For the construction of godowns and work 

-shops . 
4. For the renovation of workshops and for 

the repairs and replacement of tools , equip 

ments and machinery . 
5. For share capital contribution in cases of 

Cooperatives . 
6. For employing technical and managerial per 

sonnel. 
N.B. - The financial assistance under the scheme 
for items 5 & 6 above shall only be sanctioned , pro 
vided, assistance for the same purposes is not sanc 
tioned by the Director of Industries and Mines and 
Registrar of Cooperative Societies . The Depart 
ment of Industries is also granting financial assist 
ance for the said purposes and hence release of 
financial assistance will be made against the cer 
tificate from the concerned department to avoid 
overlapping of the programme and double payments 
on the account. 


4. The Collector of Goa, Collector of Daman and 
Civil Administrator of Diu shall be competent to 
sanction the financial assistance under this scheme. 


2. The financial assistance shall be paid in lump 
sum and the loan portion of the same shall be reco 
verable in 10 annual equal instalments, the first ins 
talment shall be recoverable after the period of 2 
( two ) years from the date of the release of loan . 

The loan portion will carry interest at the rate 
of 712 % per annum provided that if the instalment 
of principle and or interest are paid punctually, on 
the due date the rate shall be reduced to 514 % per 
annum , 


5. Applications for financial assistance under this 
scheme shall be submitted to the concerned Block 
Development Officer in the prescribed form , who 
shall scrutinise and if finds the applicant s need 
to be genuine submit the same to the sanctioning 
authority along with his recommendations. The 
applicant should mention specifically in the appli 
cation as to how he is going to utilise the amount 
if advanced to him / her i. e . whether he / she is going 
to purchase any implements , raw -materials , any 
machine or premises etc. he / she should give details 
of the purchases he /she will make from the amount 
advances . 


3. The personis belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes only whose total annual income does 
not exceed Rs. 3600 / - or their industrial Cooperative 
Societies will be eligible for getting financial assist 
ance under the scheme. 

( a ) The loan - cum -subsidy shall be advanced for 
any of the following professions and cottage indus 
tries after getting the necessary agreement bond exe 
cuted from the applicant / Society .

(6 ) The financial assistance shall be granted for

2. The Voluntary Agencies which work for the 
uplift of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes of the Union Territory of Goa , Daman and 
Diu and which are registered under the Societies 
Act - XXI of 1860 are eligible for recognition for 
the purposes of grant-in -aid . The experience and 
marginal ability of the Voluntary agencies to carry 
out the work undertaken by them will, however ; be 
taken into consideration , while sanctioning the 
grant- in - aid . 


NB. The uplift or amelioration work for the 
Scheduled Castes and / or Scheduled Tribes may be 
one or more of the following types or may consist 
of such other activity / activities as in the opinion of 
the Director of Social Welfare is / are conducive to 
the welfare of the Scheduled Castes and / or Sche 
duled Tribes . 

( 1 ) Educational and reformative propaganda . 

( 2 ) Direct help by way of aid in cash or kind for 
amelioration of living conditions . 

( 3 ) Running hostels, schools , balwadis , dispen . 
saries , etc. 

( 4 ) Running industries , commercial concerns , etc. 
and organising economic and other activities on co 
operative basis as also improving professional, in 
dustrial or agricultural technique , etc. 

(5 ) Medical aid . 
(6 ) Propaganda for : - 

( a ) Removal of Untouchability . 
( b ) Adult - literacy . 
(c ) Family Planning . 
( d ) Such other activities conducive to raise 

the moral, social, economic and cultural 
standards of Scheduled Castes and / or Sche 
duled Tribes and to enable them to exercise 
the full rights of citizenship and avail them 
selves of schemes of assistance of Govern 
ment and public bodies . 


3. Applications for recognition of a Voluntary 
Agency Working for the Welfare of Scheduled Cas 
tes and / or Scheduled Tribes should be addressed to 
the Director of Social Welfare, Panaji for the pur 
pose of grant - in -aid at least seven months before the 
commencement of the financial year in which the 
grant is payable. The Director of Social Welfare may , 
however , relax the said period of seven months if 
special or genuine circumstances so warrant.

7. When the agency is recognised by the Director 
of Social Welfare , grant exceeding the amount that 
would be due at the following rates , shall be admis : 
sible for payment provided the award of these grants 
at such rates will depend on funds available at the 
disposal of the Director of Social Welfare , Panaji 
in that year . 

(a ) Grant at the rate of 3/4 of the expenditure on 
the emoluments of the staff doing actual field work 
subject to such maximum as may be fixed in each 
caşe by the Director of Social Welfare with the ap 
proval of the Government. 

Provided that no grant -in -aid will be receivable 
en account of any person in respect of whose acti 
vities a grant -in - aid is already being received or is 
receivable under any other rules from the Social 
Welfare Department, or any other Department of 
the Administration . 

Provided further that the maximum amount of 
emoluments for each member in respect of whom 
grant- in - aid will be admissible may be prescribed by 
the Director of Social Welfare from time to time. In 
case the voluntary agencies spend more on the emo 
luments of any particular worker or workers the 
expenditure in excess of the prescribed limits will 
not be admissible for the purpose of grant- in -aid . 

( b ) Grant equivalent to half of the expenditure 
incurred by the agency for the printing of pamphlets 
for education and other propaganda , subject to ma 
ximum of Rs. 500 / - per year . The grant shall be ad 
missible only in respect of pamphlets , etc. approved 
by the Director of Social Welfare Office , Panaji. 

(c ) Grant at the rate of 374 may be allowed in 
respect of expenditure incurred by the voluntary 
agency for approved purposes for which grant - in -aid 
is not admissible under any other grant - in -aid Rules 
of the Social Welfare Department or any other De 
partment. 

( The expenditure under this sub - rule is expendi 
ture other than on payment of emoluments to the 
staff ) . 


13. ( 1 ) The expenditure of the recognised agen 
cies shall be classified as : - 
(a ) Expenditure on the emoluments of the staff 

during propaganda and field work ( in ac 
cordance with the terms and conditions spe 
cified and approved by the Government for 

purposes ) . 
(b ) Expenditure on other admissible items spe 

cified in the N. B. to Rule 6 ( in accordance 
with terms and conditions specified and 

approved by the Govt. for the purpose ) . 
( 2 ) Grant payable to the recognised voluntary 
agencies shall be released in two instalments , the 
first instalment being payable in April and the 
second in December every year subject to the follow 
ing conditions : --- 
( a ) The agencies seeking financial assistance 

will submit their schemes in the month of 
December of the preceding financial year 

to enable the Govt. to examine the proposal 

- before the end of the year. 
(b ) The agencies concerned shall furnish a re 

port of their activities and expenditure on 
each of the schemes for which assistance 
was given to them in the preceding finan . 
cial year, by December of each year so as 
to enable the Government to release the 
grant by April every year . Unspent amount 
of the previous year s grant if any, shall 
be refunded by the Agency concerned to 
the Govt. before the 25th March , every 
year or before further grant is released to 

them whichever is earlier . 
( C ) The second instalment shall be released 

only on receipt of a detailed progress and 
utilisation report on each of the approved 
and aided schemes of the previous financial 
year accompanied by a duly audited state 
ment of account , final adjustments relating 
to the previous year s grant, if any, being 
made at the time of release of this instal 
ment. 


8. Grants upto the maximum amount at the above 
rates are payable in respect of ameliorative activities 
within the limits of the Union Territory of Goa , 
Daman and Diu for help rendered to persons belong 
ing to Scheduled Castes and /or Scheduled Tribes 
domiciled in the Union Territory of Goa , Daman and 
Diu . 


59. The Director of Social Welfare, Panaji may at 
his discretion make a lump sum deduction from the 
grant payable as per rule 6 or withhold the grant 
completely if he is - satisfied that the work of any 
particular field worker or agency is not up to a de 
sired standard . 


10. The voluntary agencies which are recognised 
by the Director of Social Welfare for grant - in - aid 
should keep separate accounts for all the expendi 
ture incurred on all the items for which grants are 
paid . These accounts shall be open for verification 
to any officer of the Social Welfare Department . 


14. Applications for raising the annual grant for 
specific reasons should be made not later than 1st 
September of the year previous to that for which 
the grant is sought for . 


11. ( a ) The accounts of the recognised agencies 
for every year ending 31st March (or for such other 
period as may be approved by the Director of Social 
Welfare ) should be got audited by a registered ac 


15. Recognition of Agencies which are found out 
to be working satisfactorily shall be withdrawn by 
the Director of Social Welfare after giving due warn 
ing to the Management of such Agencies as far as 
possible . After withdrawal of recognition the agency 
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shall not be eligible for any grants from the Social 
Welfare Department while such withdrawal remains 
in force .

1. The funds will not be used for party , political or anti 
Government propaganda . If it is found that this has been 
done, future grants will be withheld and those already sanc 
tioned recovered . 

2. Quarterly progress reports on the schemes undertaken 
by the Agency should be submitted in triplicate to the Di 
rector of Social Welfare under intimation to the Government. 

3. The Agency shall submit to the Director of Social Wel 
fare a detailed report of the work done with the statement of 
accounts audited by a registered auditor within a month of 
the close of the financial year . 

4. The Agency shall agree to the visits of Govt . officers 
and consider their suggestions for the successful working of 
the scheme. 

5. The Agency shall agree to take a nominee of the Govt. 
as a member of its Managing Committee . 

6. The accounts in so far as they relate to the Central 
grant for the proposed scheme shall be subject to the test 
check by the Controller and Auditor General of India at his 
discretion . 

7. The Agency shall have no authority to dispose of any 
capital equipment for which grant in aid has been sanctioned 
to it without prior approval of the Director of Social Welfare 
and in the event of the agency dropping a scheme or being 
wound up the ownership of such equipment and property 
shall vest in the Govt. The assets acquired by an Agency 
out of general grants shall not be utilised for purposes other 
than those for which the grants are sanctioned . The Agen 
cies shall also maintain an audited record of all assets ac 
quired wholly or mainly out of Government grants ( The 
term « assets » shall mean (i) immovable property ( ii ) mo 
vable property of a nature where the value

8. The funds will be spent exclusively for the purpose for 
which they are meant. 

9. Propaganda for the removal of untouchability has to be

10. The grantee Agency shall maintain a register ( in the 
proforma I enclosed ) of the permanent and semi-permanent 
assests wholly or mainly out of Government grants.
